A dispatch from Denver states tha 


within the last sixty days twenty-fin 
artesian wells have been sank in tha 
city, every one of which is flowing a 
powerful stream of pure water. A 
a depth of about three hundred and 
twenty five feet there appears to b 
an inexhaustible supply, which can b 
utilized to much less expense than 
the same amount of water could b 
obtained from surface streams. Th 
discovery of a water vein within ordi 
nary boring distance of the snrfaci 
is of vastly more importance to thi 
State at large than the discovery of i 
new silver lead which might serve ai 
the basis for a new Leadville 
Water ia the element of natnre which 
imparts life to all other elements 
Water turns deserts into gardens anc 
barren plains into wheat fields 
There are millions of acres of deser 
between the California line and th 
ridge of the Kooky Mountains which 
will yet be bronght into cultivation 
Jfater, however, is essential, and i:

Java gives a startling account of the 
terrible calamity which swept over 
the island by reason of voloanio-erup 
tion and resulting tidal waves, which 
began latt Saturday night and stil 
continue. 
Details xeoeived by way 


of London show that there was a 
frightful loss of life and destruction 
of property. 
Some two thousand 


Chinese, living in low ground at the 
entrance of Batavia harbor, were 
drowned by rising waves, and out o. 
3,500 Europeans and Americans liv 
ing in that oity, 800 are said to be 
lost. 
At Angier, showers of rooks 


and mud and lava, followed by a 
tidal wave, destroyed 2,000 people. 
Bantam was entirely covered by 
water, and 1,000 to 1,200 persons 
drowned. The island of Serang was 
submerged and all its inhabitants 
not stating how many, perished 
Several other places are said to have 
shared a similar fate.

Gambling License. 


The Chief of Police at Sacramento 


lias notified all concerned that he 
intends to rigidly enforce the gaming 
ordinance during the week of the 
fair. The ordinance imposes a license 
tax of $100 per quarter or $50 per 
mouth for "any game of faro, monte 
roulette, lansquenet, rouge et noir 
or any banking game played with 
cards, dice or any other device foi 
money, checks, credit," etc. It also 
provides that such games must be 
conducted on the second Soor of a 
building, open to the public, and 
that minors must bo excluded. The 
Chief is mistaken if he thinks the 
license will drive any gambler away. 
There isn't a gambler who will not 
gladly pay the license, and know 
that his game will not be molested 
by the Chief and his assistants.
